States should expand Its commerce, 
and arose during the discussion of the 
proposition to establish a JJnpartmeut 
of Commerce. 


The debate began by a discussion of 


the amendment of Mr. I'etttiH that the 
Department of Labor be not 
trans- 


ferred to -the proposed Department of 
Commerce. Messrs. 
1'ettus. 
NulKou 


and Bacon all spoke In favor of the 


' amendment. 


Mr. Hanna said the establishment ol 


• the new department was in the Inter- 


jbst of both capital and labor. He be- 
lieved the labor Interests of tho coun- 
try would not object'to the transfer of 
the labor department. It has been his 
privilege to discuss this subject with 
the laboring men of the country and 
he was certain they,favored the pend- 
ing bill. There was no question be- 
fore the country to-day, he said, which 
demanded such careful attention as 
the Industrial development of 
the 


country and the expansion of our com- 
merce. The time had come, he said, 
when we must expand our commerce 
or restrict our production. 


At this point he was Interrupted by 


Mr. Hale (Me.), who said that 
the 


United States already had captured all 
•the foreign trade worth having. "The 
record of what has been accomplished 
by the Dlnglcy law," continued Mr.- 
Hale, "Is to me the 
most amazing 


record ever exhibited lo the world In 
the absorption of foreign .trade. We 


. have absorbed foreign trade In 
the 


great countries that are competitors of 
ours. We have not wasted our ener- 
gies Jn n 
dream of what Is called 


Oriental trade, "which never did 
and 


never will figure In comparison with 
the markets of the civilized 'world. 


"We have Invaded 
England, Ger- 


many, Austria. Italy and Russia, and 
for the Senator 
(Mr. Hanna), who 


stands as' a 
representative of 
the 


achievements of the Dingley law, to 
join the ranks of men who declare 
that we will be ruined if we do not 
get additional markets for our good» 
IB to me a matter of surprise. We do 
not need further action nor do we need 
additional markets." 


Mr. Hanna replied that the United 


States hud not conquered the markets 
of Europe and the markets of 
tlio 


world were yet an unexplored field for 
us. In order that the direct attention 
. of the government might -be given to 
the commercial and Industrial Inter- 
ests of the United States, the commer- 
cial, Industrial and agricultural bodies 


' of the country had demanded a bill 


of the kind pending, and he asserted 
that when he spoke of the Industrial 
Interests he referred to capital 
and 


labor, organized and unorganized. 


Mr. Hale then offered an 
amend- 


ment transferring to the new depart- 
ment the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, and further consideration was 
deferred.
